The relevancy of WO 80/01963 and EP 0 660 276 is evident from the Search 
Report of the German Patent Office dated November 17, 2004 with regard to German 
Application 103 60 859.1 , of which this application claims priority. EP 0 660 276 is an 
English language counterpart to DE 694 17 378 mentioned in the German Search 
Report. Examiner will note that the German Search Report lists DE 694 17 378 and 
WO 80/01963 to be in the "X" category. 

US 2003/0168849 was cited in another related foreign application as being 
anticipating prior art. Applicant does not agree with this assessment with regard to 
patentability of the claims in this application. In particular, US 2003/0168849 does not 
disclose comparing bank notes to be checked with both the comparative data and the 
additional data for new types of forgeries so as to enable determination of whether a 
forged bank note is present or not.
